3. The Menlo Park central busi- 
ness district at present has about 
300,000 square feet of “commercial 
space;” the new master plan envis- 
ages an increase to about 500,000 
square feet of “floor space.”

Building activity in Menlo Park 
continued at high levels during 
May, with 57 permits, authorizing a 
total of $474,200 worth of construc- 
tion, issued by the city during the 
month.

“It is hoped,” Wise said, “that the 
inherent good sense of the plan wil! 
be so evident that those affected will 
say, ‘let’s get on with the jod’.” 
BIGGER HOUSE LOTS 

Concerning residential areas, Wise 
said, 

“To preserve arid extend the res- 
‘iidential character cf the city, we will 
have to tighten ‘loopholes’ in the 
existing zoning rules. Among other 
things, we will have to increase the 
minimum lot size from its present 
5000 square feet. 

“It should be pointed out, howev- 
er, that almost no large subdivisions 
with lots of less than 6000 square 
feet have heen ‘cut’ since World 
War II. 

“The minimum - size increase 
is designed to protect what we’ve 
got. There are no reasons why 
slums or blighted areas should ev- 
er exist in Menlo Park, if proper 
meastres to maintain the popula- 
tion density at its present level 
are taken. 

The business district development, 
Wise said, will be in keeping with 
the “residential theme” of the com- 
munity. 

“Complete landscaping treatment 
is an important and integral part of 
the central business district develop- 
ment plan. 

“The green of growing things dis- 
‘tinguishes Menlo Park’s residential 
areas. Liberal quantities of green in 
the form of trees and shrubs are 
needed in the central business dis- 
trict, to relate the quality of living 
areas to the shopping areas to the 
end that the shopping experience 
will be as pleasant as possible.” 
SPECIFIC GOALS 

Wise explained that the plan for 
the shopping area has been based on 
Studies where “something specific” 
was the goal. 

“For instance, the Woodside-Por- 
tola areas will have a population of 
about 75,000 within the next 15 or 
20 years. But it will also have its 
own shopping areas, and we have 
not projected that population into 
tthe Iccal picture.” 

Offstreet parking will be given 
its due, under the proposed plan. 
There will be 1.29 square feet of 
offstreet parkiny for every square 
foot of commercial floor space in 
the business district. 

Wise said that he did not antici- 
pate protracted hearings over the 
master plan. He added. thoush, that 
members of the planning commis- 
sion and himself would “hit the saw- 
dust trail” in the coming weeks, to 
explain the plan to all interested 
groups. 

“The master plan,” he added, “is 
not something that need be put in- 
to execution immediately. It is a 
guide for the future giving us some- 
thing to strive for.”

Back Dismissal 
Of Librarian 


Sequoia High School 


District 


¢ trustees this week lined up behind 


district and Menlo-Atherton high 
school administrators and reiterated 
that the discharge of Howard Beren- 
son, librarian at the south county 
high school was “routine.” 

The trustees also denied that the 
dismissal was the result of any 
“closed door” action on the part of 
the board. 


é Berenson, who had been employed 


at the high school on a probation- 
ary status, charged Saturday that 
he was given “10 minutes” in which 
to resign rather than be discharged, 
and has attempted to rescind his 
resignation on that grounds. 

Meanwhile S. S. Mayo, principal 
at Menlo-Atherton, said that Ber- 
enson’s dismissal was recommended 
“for several specific reasons, all of 
which have been brought to his at- 
tention.” 


Sequoia District Board Chair- 
man Robert Dell’Irgo explained 
the trustees’ stand: 

“Basically, it’s a case where a 
teacher was not going to be re- 
employed. In any other business, it 
would have meant dismissal; in 
the teaching business, he has an 
option of being dismissed or be- 
ing discharged. 

“Berenson was informed by the 
board that he was net to be re- 
employed. At the time, no one 
asked him to resign.” 

Regarding the “10 minutes” which 
Berenson was given in which to de- 
cide whether to resign, Dell’Ergo 
said that District Superintendent, 
Dr. Clyde Ogden, may have explain- 
ed the options to Berenson. The 
trustees had previously unanimous- 
Jy voted for the librarian’s dismissal. 

“Always, in a probationary group, 
there are a number of teachers who 
don’t last, for one reason or anoth- 
er,” Dell’Ergo added. “They may fit 
in elsewhere, and under these cir- 
cumstances are given the option of 
resigning.”

Traffic Group Asks 
‘No Change’ in 
Controls at Depot 


The Menlo Park traffic safety 
commission has recommended that 
no steps be taken to control traffic 
flowing westward from: the Southern 
Pacific depot after evening “com- 
muter train” arrivals, but has rec- 
ommended that the railroad stop its 
trains further south, for the benefit 
of traffic which must cross the 
tracks at Oak Grove avenue. 

The recommendations were sent 
to the city council, along with re- 
sults of studies on which they were 
based. The latter showed that con- 
gestion of westbound cars cleared, 
generally, within five minutes af- 
ter the arrival of any given train. 

If trains stop further south, the 
report said, the Oak Grove avenue 
crossing gates can be opened sooner, 
expediting flow east. 

The report also stated that more 
parking area is needed at the depot.

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City Introduces Ordinance to Establish 
Water Department; Lists Provisions 


Menlo Park is going into the wa- 
ter business as, if and when parts of 
the Willow Road Water District ly- 
ing in the city are removed from the 
district by the county supervisors 
and, to govern the business, the city 
will have a water department. 


An ordinance setting up such a 
department was introduced by the 
city council last week. The measure 
will be up for final passage and ad- 
option later this month. 


Provisions of the new ordinance 
include: 

1. The office of “superintendent of 
water department” will be created; 
the superintendent to be appointed 
by the city manager; his wages to 
be set by the council. 

2. The department will operate 
under a five-man “water commis- 
sion,” members of which are to be 
appointed by the city council. The 
majority of the members of the 
commission must be “qualified el- 
ectors” in the area served by the 
water department. The commis- 
sion will be “advisory” to the 

council, as are present city com- 
missions, 


3. A special water department 
fund will be set up by the city treas- 
urer; no transfers of money from 
that fund to the general fund will 
be allowed, except to pay back ad- 
vances, 


4. No revenues from the water de- 
partment will be used for acquisi- 
tion of other water supply systems, 
which the city may propose to pur- 
chase at a later date. If another 
system or portion of a system is ac- 
quired, it will have to pay its own 
acquisition costs, have a higher wa- 
ter rate until such costs are paid. 

5. Other city departments, such as 
the street and parks departments, 


will have to pay for water which 
they use. 

6. The water commission will reg- 
ulate the making of connections 
with other water systems, and the 
maintenance of service in the area 
served by the city department. 

7. It shall be unlawful for any 
eempany or individual to sell wa- 
ter, build or add onto an existing. 
water system, lay pipe, maintain 
or replace qa water system in the 
city without first getting a permit 
from the city, to be first recom- 
mended by the water commission, 
with or without public hearing. 

Discussing the various parts of the 
proposed ordinance, Mayor Charles 
P. Burgess said that it is the long- 
range policy of the city council to 
acquire a complete water system for 
the city, when such acquisition can 
be done economically, for the bene- 
fit of the taxpayers. 

He said there was as yet ‘ ‘nothing 
tangible” to point to acquisition of 
water systems in areas other than 
those served by the Willow Road 
Water District, and in the city, 
though the citw may possibly pur- 
chase the “Old North Palo Alto” 
system. 

That system is now served by the 
Palo Altc city water department. 

He pointed out that it would be 
“unfair” for Willow Road Water 
District residents, in the city, to 
have to help pay for acquisition of 
the other water system, hence the 
proviso (number 4, above) to pre- 
vent this.

Health Department Reports: 


There Were 243 Known Cases of Meastes-- 
And Lots of Other Diseases--Here in ‘51 


Mieasles—amounting to 243 known 
cases—outranked all other commun- 
icable maladies in Menlo Park dur- 
ing 1951, according to the annual 
report on infectious diseases within 
San Mateo county. 

In Atherton there were 31 cases of 
measles reported, in North and East 
Palo Alto, 138 and in the Woodside 
area, 16, the San Mateo county 
health and welfare department re- 
ports. 

Runner-up was chicken pom, with 
179 persons listed as having had 
that disease in Menlo Park, 7 in 
Athegton, 57 in North and East Palo 
Alto and 8 in Woodside. ‘Thirty- 
two cases of scarlet fever were re- 
ported fer Menlo Park, with Ather- 
bee harboring 4 victims of the ail- 
ment, North and East Palo Alto, 12 
and Woodside 3. 

The milder form of measles, 
German measles, hit 30 persons in 
Menlo Park, 1 in Atherton, 57 in 
North and East Palo Alto and 8 in 
Woodside. Infantile paralysis cas- 
es in Menlo Park amounted to 11, 
with 3 victims in Atherton, 3 in 
North and East Palo Alto and 
none in Woodside.

DOWN TO EARTH 
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Showy Tuberous Begonias Repay Gardener for Exra Care 


By TERRY LEE 

Tuberous - rooted begonias are 
among the showiest of flowering 
plants for a partly shaded location. 
They are not free-flowering, they 
like special care, and their brittle 
stems snap too easily, but they are 
worth every minute of extra work. 

I treat mine as a special guest! 
with a special spot on the patio or| 
gerden corner, or even in front of 
the fireplace just as bloom begins. 

They are surprisingly free from 
pests and diseases, requiring cnly 
water after the planting bed has 
been carefully prepared. Snails or 
;slugs may create some difficulty, 
but are easily controlled by com- 
mercial bait, preferably in pellet 
' form. 

BETTER NEXT YEAR 

Your original investment is insur- 
‘ed, as the tubers are saved and pro- 
| duce even better flowers the next 
year. 

The stem is cut off three inches 
above the soil after the leaves have 
_ wilted in the fall. The tubers are 
lifted with much soil as will| 
‘cling to the roots, and kept cool and 
| dry until the soil can be shaken off. 
| The tubers can then be stored in pa- 
| per bags with peat moss or vermicu-

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Hobb Hobbyist Finds: Finds: 


Pewter, from Every Ageand Every Country, 
Has Interesting Features of Design, Use 


By JOAN HARZFELD ment int roduced during the late 
1700’s and early 1800’s which produc- 
ed pewter of extreme hardness. 

And still another era for the ver- 
satile alloy was that of the “eight 
inch plate’—for some reason these 
did not prove popular either, so that 
now that size in pewter dishes has 
become a novelty. However, Mrs. 
Tenney has accumulated eight of 
them -from Europe, Canada and the 
United States. 


Almost every nook and corner of 
the white frame house at the west 
end of Monterey avenue has been in- 
filtrated by pewter — whale oil 
lamps, bride and bridegroom’s can- 
dlesticks, even a French officer’s 
“mutton warmer’’—are all part of a 
collection accumulated by Mrs. Flor- 
ence Tenney. 

Mrs. Tenney, who has lectured on 
her hobby, has a fund of facts of 
history, processing and sidelights 
concerning pewter at her fingertips. 

She notes that pewter guilds, in 
structure like our modern unions, 
were in existence in China as long 
as 1500 years ago. 

They were formed later in Eng- 
land to protect their craftsmen’s de- 
signs, and the penalty evolved for 
copying was death—however, to Mrs. 
Tenney’s knolwedge, the Britons 
never used that drastic measure.

The pewter organizations, not only 
in Engiand, but throughout Europe, 
adopted a hallmark, called a “touch- 
mark,” to distinguish the craftsman- 
ship from each nation. 

The Belgians, for instance, used a 
“flying angel” to mark their pewter, 
while a Scotch emblem was the this- 
tle. 

Five ingredients make up the al- 
loy of pewter, copper or brass for 
hardness, tin, lead, bismuth and an- 
timony. 

It has been said of pewter that 
in principal it is “like a recipe for 
good mint julips; there are hun- 
dreds of different mixtures, and 
many that are fine.” Better pew- 
ter is hard enough to be practical, 
although the alloy can never 
stand the direct heat of flame. 


FOOD WARMER 


Another object in the collection is 
a “mutton warmer,” resembling in 
appearance the current baby food 
warming plates. The pewter counter- 
part has a cavity in its midsection 
into which hot water was poured to 
keep the French officer’s meat warm 
during revolutionary battles. 


Pewter salt shakers and other 
small items were dubbed “trifles” by 
their early manufacturers, who were 
in turn called “triflers.” Except for 
the title, these old salt containers 
have not changed over the years. 


A tiny conversation piece is Mrs. 
Tenney’s “pitkin,” an apothecary’s 
centilitre measure looking much 
like a miniature beer stein. 


Another unusual object is a round 
gunpowder holder depicting a game 
warden giving chase to a culprit 
caught “rabbit-handed.” The top of 
the holder, resembling a perfume 
vial, was used to tamp down the 
cotton wadding in old musket 
barrels. 

Many of the pieces in Mrs. Ten- 
ney’s collection have sentimental 
backgrounds, such as the twin Ger- 
man candlesticks of 1870 inscribed 
with the names of a newly-wedded

This is 
surely Strawberry Shortcake at its 
best. 

Old Fashioned 
Strawberry Shortcake 

2% cups sifted 6 tablespoons 

flour margarine 
4 teaspoons 1 egg. beaten 

baking powder 1 cup milk 
2 tablespoons 1 quart straw- 

sugar berries 
&% teaspoon salt Cream 

Sift flour, baking powder, sugar 
and salt together. Cut margarine 
into flour with a pastry blender or 
two knives until like coarse meal. 
Blend egg and milk and pour into 
dry ingredients. Mix lightly with a 
fork only until all the flour is 
moistened. Drop dough into two 
greased 8-inch round cake pans. 
Bake in a hot oven (450°F.) 20 
minutes or until top is golden 
brown. While biscuit is baking, 
slice strawberries, sprinkle with 2 
or 3 tablespoons sugar and allow 
to stand in a warm place. Serve 
while biscuit is warm, spooning 


half the strawberries ver one bis- 


cuit layer, topping with second 
layer and covering with remaining 
berries. Top with whipped cream 
or pass plain cream. Yield: 6 gen- 
erous servings.
